Distr. Nepal. 

The petals are much longer than the sepals, attaining 7-9 mm long. 

123) Draba (§ Leucodraba) Williamsii Hara, sp. nov. (Fig. 1) 

Perennis, caudice ramoso. Caules caespitosi 2-10 cm alti polyphylli, sim- 
plices interdum ramosi, ramis elongatis, ad pedicellos pilis rigidulis simpli- 
cibus vel 2-3-furcatis substellatisque obtecti. Folia radicalia spathulata parva 
sub anthesin saepe desiccata ; caulina 5-8, 5-25 mm longa 1.5-5 mm lata, late 
lanceolata, lineari-lanceolata vel oblanceolata, integra vel argute pauci-serrata, 
basi longe attenuata, cinerascenti-viridia, pilis simplicibus interdum ad 1 mm 
longis vel 2-3-furcatis adspersa. Inflorescentiae primo dense corymbosae 
demum racemosae, foliaceo-bracteatae. Pedicelli graciles 2-7 mm longi, de- 
mum elongati inferiores ad 15 mm longi. Sepala oblonga concava 2-3 mm 
longa, suberecta, basi leviter saccata, viridia albo-marginata, pilosa, pilis 
simplicibus vel 2-3-furcatis. Petala alba, purpurascentia vel caerulescentia, 
obovata 4-5 mm longa 2.5-3.5 mm lata, basi longe attenuata. Filamenta 
filiformia ca. 2 mm longa. Antherae subcordatae ca. 0.7 mm longae caeruleo- 
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olivaceae. Ovarium lineari-oblongum ca. 2.5 mm Iongum, pilis crassis simpli- 
cibus vel pauci-furcatis dense vestitum. Siliquae immaturae oblongae vel 
lineares, 5-12 mm longae ±1.2 mm latae pilosae, stylo 1mm longo crasso 
coronatae ; semina 2-seriata. 

Nepal. Near Pudamigaon, Suli Gad, 13500 ft (Polunin, Sykes & Williams 
no. 2245, Jun. 17, 1952, BM, TI) ; near Balangra Pass, 15000 ft (Polunin, 
Sykes & Williams no. 2601, Jul. 27, 1952, BM, TI) ; Tukucha, Kali Gandaki, 
10500 ft (Stainton, Sykes & Williams no. 1092, Jun. 13, 1954—type in BM, 
E) ; Taglung, Kali Gandaki, 14000 ft (Stainton, Sykes & Williams no. 1845, 
Jul. 16, 1954, BM) ; Sabze Khola, 13000 ft. (Lowndes no. 963, Jun. 7, 1950, 
BM). 

Bhutan. Saga La, 15500 ft (Ludlow & Sherriff no. 16839, BM) ; Waitang, 
Tsampa, 13000ft (Ludlow & Sherriff no. 19221, BM). 

This plant seems to be near to Draba nubigena O. E. Schultz, but has 
narrow cauline leaves long attenuate to the base, longer more spreading 
pedicels, and larger flowers. It also resembles some species of Arabidopsis, 
but unfortunately our material lacks ripe fruits and seeds. I named this 
peculiar species in honour of Mr. L. H. J. Williams who made a great con¬ 
tribution to the flora of Nepal in recent years. 

124) Prunus (§ Laurocerasus) jajarkotensis Hara, sp. nov. (Fig. 2) 

Arbor 6-7.5 m alta, ramis glabris. Folia persistentia oblonga vel oblongo- 
lanceolata 5-18 cm longa 2.5-4 cm lata, apice acuminata basi late cuneata, 
margine distincte serrata, coriacea glabra, nervis lateralibus utrinque 6-8 
inconspicuis, subtus laevia epunctata, glandibus obscuris; petioli 1-1.5 cm 
longi glabri eglandulosi. Stipulae 2-3 mm longae glabrae caducae. Racemi 
axillares solitarii 4-5 cm longi; pedunculus 1-2 cm longus glaber nudus; 
rhachis glabra. Pedicelli graciles 5-10 mm longi glabri. Bracteae parvae cadu¬ 
cae. Hypanthium 2 mm altum glabrum. Sepala 5, longe triangularia 2-2.5 mm 
longa glabra reflexa. Petala 5, cremea oblonga 2-2.5 mm longa margine 
pubescentia. Stamina 25-35, 2.5-3 mm longa; antherae pallide luteae rotun- 
datae 0.5-0.7 mm longae. Ovarium glabrum, stylo 2-2.5 mm longo, stigmate 
capitato. Fructus ignotus. 

W. Nepal. Jajarkot, 3000 ft (Polunin, Sykes & Williams no. 5784, Oct. 
17, 1952, fl.—type in BM, 2 sheets). 

This species somewhat resembles Prunus Laurocerasus L. and P. Zip-

peliana Miquel, but is characteristic in having slender glabrous pedicels, 
longer triangular sepals, oblong petals, and obscure glands of leaves. 

125) Jasminum (§ Unifoliolata) amabile Hara, sp. nov. 

Frutex ca. 2 m altus multiramosus. Rami graciles cinerascentes, ramuli 
dense pubescentes, pilis patentibus inaequilongis. Folia opposita simplicia 
tenuiter herbacea, ovata vel lanceolato-ovata 2-6 cm longa 10-22 mm lata, 
apice acuminata vel longe acuminata, basi rotundata vel late cuneata, pen- 
ninervia, nervis utrinque 3-4, utrinque puberula, subtus nervo dense pubes- 
centia, axillis barbatis; petioli 2-4 mm longi dense pubescentes. Cymae 
terminales abbreviatae 3-5-florae, bracteae minutae lineares. Pedicelli 3-10 
mm longi graciles parce pilosuli. Flores albi suaves. Calycis tubus cam- 
panulatus 2mm longus, parce pilosus, pilis brevibus patentibus; lobi subulati, 
basi dilatati inaequales 1.5-3.5 mm longi, apice acuti ascendentes, parcissime 
pilosuli. Corollae tubus gracillimus 22-25 mm longus 1-1.5 mm crassus; lobi 
vulgo 5, patentes lineares 15-17 mm longi ca. 2 mm lati acuti. Stylus fili- 
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formis 2 cm longus, stigmate spathulato 2.5 mm longo. Stamina 2 ; antherae 
lineares ca. 3.5 mm longae apiculatae ; filamenta 2 mm longa. Fructus ignotus. 

E. Nepal. Sanguri Danda, near Dharan, 2500 ft (Williams no. 98, May 21, 
1969, fl.—type in BM). 

This species somewhat resembles Jasminum amplexicaule Hamilton ex 
G. Don, but is very distinct in having thinner leaves, longer pedicels, short 
unequal calyx-lobes, and more slender corolla-lobes. It also differs from /. 
syringifolium Wallich ex G. Don by pubescent thinner leaves, fewer-flowered 
cymes, and slender corolla-lobes. 

126) Caralluma (§ Boucerosia) Staintonii Hara, sp. nov. 

Perennis succulenta. Caules ad 15 cm alti pauci-ramosi erecti crassi 
5-10 mm in diametro quadri-angulati subaphylli glabri pallide virides, apice 
rubescentes, angulis dentatis. Inflorsecentiae subterminales, floribus paucis 
fasciculatis. Pedicelli 2-3 mm longi glabri. Flores fusco-purpurei. Calyces 
parvi ca. 2 mm longi, lobis triangulari-ovatis ca. 1.2 mm longis subacutis. 
Corollae rotatae ca. 8 mm in diametro, extus laeves, usque ad medium fissae ; 
tubus late campanulatus; lobi 5 ovati ca. 3.5 mm longi 2-2.5 mm lati, apice 
obtusi minutissime apiculati et inflexi, intus tuberculati, margine setis longis- 
simis ca. 1.5 mm longis utroque attenuatis unicellularibus caducis dispersi. 
Coronae campanulatae; lobi exteriores 10 subulati erecti ca. 0.8 mm longi; 
lobi interiores 5 linguiformes breves incumbentes. Fructus ignotus. 

West Nepal. Donaihi, Bheri Valley, 7000 ft (Stainton no. 5410, Jul. 1, 
1966, fl.—type in BM) ; Tibrikot, Thuli Bheri R., 7000 ft (Polunin, Sykes & 
Williams no. 3337, Sep. 12, 1952, BM) ; Shimi, 1300 m (Dobremez no. 2717, 
Apr. 23, 1974, BM). 

The species is most closely allied to Caralluma tuberculata N. E. Brown 
of Afghanistan, Pakistan and W. Punjab, but is clearly separable from the 
latter by smaller flowers, broad ovate corolla-lobes with scattered very long 
caducous bristles on the margin, and longer pedicels. The species is named 
in honour of Mr. J. D. A. Stainton who collected the flowers of this interest¬ 
ing species. 

127) Polemonium caeruleum L., Sp. PI. ed. 1, 162 (1753).

128) Ophiorrhiza Staintonii Hara, sp. nov. 

Frutex? Caules 1.2-2.5 m alti glabri. Stipulae interpetiolares ovatae 8- 
12 mm longae 6-8 mm latae glabrae, apice bifidae. Folia opposita oblonga vel 
oblongo-lanceolata 12-27 cm longa 2.5-11 cm lata, apice abrupte acuminata, 
basi cuneatim attenuata, glabra, nervis lateralibus 9-15-jugis; petioli 1-4 cm 
longi glabri. Cyma terminalis corymbosa 6-9 cm in diametro multiflora 
minutissime puberula, floribus subsessilibus. Bracteae minutae 1-3 mm longae 
acutae. Calyces turbinati ca. 2 mm longi glabrescentes costati; lobis parvis 
triangularibus 0.5-1 mm longis. Corollae hypocrateriformes albae vel purpuras- 
centes heterostylae, alabastris apice rotundatis; tubus tubulosus gracilis 14- 
17 mm longus 1.5-2 mm crassus leviter 5-costatus glaber; lobi 5(4),ovati vel 
oblongo-ovati 2-3 mm longi, apice incrassati obtusi, apiculo incurvo. Stamina 
ad medium vel supra medium corollae inserta; antherae lineares 3.5-4 mm 
longae; filamenta 2 vel 3.5 mm longa. Stylus 2 cm vel 1 cm longus glaber, 
apice bifidus, basi disco annulare carnoso ca. 1 mm longo circumcinctus. 
Fructus ignotus. 

E. Nepal. Soktim Tea Estate 1500 ft (Stainton no. 6875, May 21, 1971, 
fl.—type in BM, TI). 

Sikkim. Legship 2000 ft (Stainton no. 5380, Apr. 29, 1966, fl., BM, TI). 

The plant can be distinguished from Ophiorrhiza rosea Hook. f. by elon¬ 
gate large leaves, the shape of inflorescence, and the slender corolla-tube. 
In general appearance it resembles some species of the genus Mycetia . 
Without fruiting material, the exact affinity of this plant is doubtful.
